Pasha's denunciation of the Anglo-Egyptian treaty and his bid to chase 
all British troops off Egyptian soil. 


The rest of the Arab world 


meanwhile joined Egypt in full 
support behind his plans to drive 
Britain out of its Suez canal en- 
campments and the Anglo-Eg^pt- 
ian Sudan. 


A British and a French firm and 


the trucks of Coco Cola and Pepsi- 
Cola distributors were first tar- 
gets for attack by shouting mobs. 


Stone Buildings 


They also stoned and attempted 


to storm the big Immobilia build- 
ings in the heart of Cairo.

No Need for Us to Tremble 


Over New Soviet A-Bomb 


When the White House announcement of the first Rus- 


sian atomic explosion was made two years ago, it was greeted 
with some skepticism. 


There were those who doubted we could tell at this dis- 


tance whether or not the Russians had exploded anything 
involving atomic energy. Others felt that if there had been 
.an explosion it might have been accidental. 


Many months later, when the story of our detection 


methods finally was told, it became clear that the skepticism 
was unwarranted. The techniques employed by top U. S. sci- 
entists in detecting atomic activity anywhere on earth are re- 
garded as virtually foolproof. 
They felt their 1949 tests 


were conclusive. 


The scientists had neatly disposed of the "accidental ex- 


plosion" theory right at the start. They had staked their 
reputations on the statement that "if his (Russian) explo- 
sion was not an atomic bomb, then none of us can conceive 
what it might have been." 


Now file White house has announced a second Soviet 


atomic burst. Again, we must accept their carefully com- 
piled evidence as convincing. The question this time is: 
What light does it shed on the present status of Russia's 
A-bomb program? 


Most of our atomic experts explain the lack of other So- 


viet atomic explosions in the two-year interval as due to Rus- 
sian stockpiling of its original bomb. This makes sense. 


< 
Though the information gained from spies like Klaus 


Fuchs enabled the Communists to build a bomb much sooner 
than expected, it is unlikely they were equipped either tech- 


* nkally or in materials to match American progress in this 
/.field. Most guesses are that they have been making about 
25 to 30 conventional A-bombs a year since 1949. 


The new explosion has led to the immediate conclusion, 


however, that sufficient advances have now been made to 
allow the Soviet technicians to branch out into more special- 
ized uses of atomic energy. In other words, there is a feeling 
this means Russia, like the U. S., is beginning to apply atomic 
force to tactical weapons and perhaps guided missicles. 


This may very well be a correct conclusion. Certainly 


we cannot assume that we alone are capable of atomic prog- 
ress. There is nothing terribly mysterious about the ele- 
ments of the atomic bomb,' and the problems involved in 
adapting it to new uses are not considered tremendously 
difficult. 


Of course, it is not beyond the realm of possibility that 


Russia has exploded a second conventional A-bomb simply 
for its propaganda value—knowing that this would give rise 
immediately to a reassessment by the free world of its whole 
defensive position, knowing that the result might be resur- 
gence of timidity in the less firm-minded Western countries. 


Yet the safer judgment is to assume the Soviet Union 


has really reached the point where it can experiment with 
advanced atomic weapons. Even if we accept that, there is 
no need for tremors of fear. Everything indicates we are 
still far ahead of Russia in atomic weapons both as to quan- 
tity and as to quality and variety. One more explosion on 
the dreary steppes of Russia cannot alter that advantageous 
situation.

Study Your Hand Before Playing 


By OSWALD JACOB* 


The nature of your hand usu- 
lly dictates the kind of campaign 
ou must wage. Sometimes, how- 
ver, the state of the score makes 
ou switch from one plan to an- 
ther. Your own score is impor- 
ant, but you must also consider 
lie score of opponents. 
Suppose the turn-up card is a 
:ing, which is 
refused by the 


layer at your right. He draws 
rom the stock and discards a 
ueen. You draw from the stock 
nd then hold: Joker A-A K-K-K 
Q 6 4-4 3-2. 


Your correct course depends on 


he score. If neither side is above 
000 points, you have a pretty 
good play for the pack. If you 
iave a big- lead over the oppon- 
nts, you should play the hand 
onservatively. 
If they have a 


ng lead over you, it is proper to 
jo all out for the pack. 


Suppose, for example, that the 


opponents have about 4600 points 
and that you have about 3200. 
Your plan is to play for the pack. 
Your first discard is the queen, 
matching the card discarded by 
•our right-hand opponent. 


Everybody knows the import- 


ance of matching the discards of 
your left-hand opponent, but only 
a few good players know that it 
often pays to match the first ois- 
card or two of the players at your 
right. 
The discard 
tells 
him 


nothing about your hand 


He got by you safely with his 


discard but probably cannot re- 
peat it, for it is unlikely that he 


broke up a pair or a trio. Hence 
he must venture into unknown 
territory for his next discard. 
Make him guess often enough and 
he'll sometimes guess wrong. 


At your next turn you may dis- 


card one of the kings. You want 
to leave room in your hand to 
accumulate more pairs. Moreover, 
your opponent may decide it is 
safe to throw a king at his next 
turn. At your third turn, you will 
discard the black three. By this 
time you should have a fair idea 
of what it is safe to throw. If 
necessary, you will throw the rest 
of your kings-in'order to keep 
pairs of low cards. 


If your plot works successfully, 


you will win the discard pile fair- 
ly quickly. 
You have a. fair 


chance to earn a big score. 


Now suppose that the scores are 


reversed: you have 4600 points, 
while the opponents have 3200. 
Now you don't dream of discard- 
ing a king. You will build your 
hand up, meld fairly earty, and 
play for one canasta and a fast 
out. It would be foolish to gam- 
ble for a big score and lose a 
game that as practically within 
your grasp.

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Treasury Chief Says He, Asked 
St. Louis Tax Man to Resign 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Secretary of the Treasury Snyder testi- 


fied today he asked James P. Finnegan "several times" to resign as 
St. Louis internal revenue collector. He said he made the requests as 
late as August, 1950. two months before Finnegan asserted he was 
asked to "stay on" by President Truman. 


Snyder's testimony thus appear- 


ed to dispute that of Finnegan, 
who finally quit under fire last 
April after his office came under 
Investigation by a St. Louis grand 
jury and congress. 


Snyder testified before a house 


ways and means subcommittee in- 
vestigating reports of corruption 
and irregularities in the nation's 
tax collection service. 


Snyder told the committee that 


"1 several times insisted" Finne- 
gan resign in 1950 because of 
"general rumors around the city 
of St. Louis" regarding the con- 
duct of the collector's office. 


Finnegan told the committee 


under oath yesterday that he tried 
to resign as far back as 1949, and 
on three occasions took it up with 
his superiors. 


Snyder said he had no Know- 


ledge of Finnegan's claim that he 
was "anxious" to resign, and that 
he had been told to stay on by the 
White House back in 1949. 


The treasury chief, under whose 


administrative control the nation's 
tax collection service falls, follows 
up Internal Revenue Commissioner 
John B. Dunlap, who testified last 
Week he had been given a free 
hand by President Truman to 
clean house. 


The committee may shortly 


shift its sights to Boston, and pos- 
sibly later to Detroit, San Francis- 
co and some other thus far un- 
named collector's offices which are 
still under investigation. 


Dirksen 
Booms Taft 
For 1952 


CINCINNATI, 
(AP) — Sen. 


Everett M. Dirksen (R-I11.) added 
his voice to the mushrooming 
GOP Taft-for-president movement 
last night before a Republican 
crowd here in the Ohio senator's 
home town. 


Dirksen's endorsement of Sen. 


Robert A. Taft (R-Ohio) came at 
a $100-a-plate dinner attended by 
825 party faithfuls. The speech 
helped raise $75,000 for the party's 
treasury. 


The Illinois senator attacked 


the "Me too' ism" of the unsuc- 
cessful 
1948 Republican presi- 


dential campaign and said the 
party can succeed in 1952 with 
the right kind of "crusading zeal." 


He gave this criteria for a 


presidential candidate: 


"Number one, he must be an 


American. Number two, I want 
him to be a Republican—and you 
know, Bob Taft fills that bill." 


He labelled as "ridiculous" talk 


that Sen. Taft can not be elected.

Tinder then pulled out a revol- 


ver and threatened to shoot his 


wife. 
Tinder's 
daughter-in-law 


called her husband, Riley, from 
outside. Riley came in, carrying 
a shotgun,- and grappled with his 
'ather. The gun was fired and the 
fatal charge struck the elder Tin- 
der in the back.

considered until after the coroner's 
inquest Friday night.
